BEIRUT, Jan. 13 OJEtJ.— Is- 
raeli commandos backed by armor 
and artillery struck across the 
border into southern Lebanon to- 
day for the second time in 
48 hours and fought battles with 
Lebanese gunners and Palestinian 
guerrillas for the third straight 
day. 

A .Lebanese Defense Ministry 
statement said Israeli gunners 
shelled the outskirts of several 
villages In the Arqoub region, 
near Lebanon's border with toe 
Israeli-occupied Golan Heights. 
The statement said the Israeli 
shilling lasted 24 hours. 

It said Israeli ground forces 
fought them way through return 
fire from Lebanese gunners to 
blow up five homes in the vil- 
lages of Halts, and Chouba, a 
mile inside Lebanon. 

A Palestinian spokesman said 
guerrilla forces In the area join- 
ed Lebanese forces in “meeting 
the large enemy force and inflict- 
ing heavy casualties on them." 

In Tel Aviv. Israel said its 
forces renewed their offensive 
against Arab guerrillas In the 
second successive overnight thrust 
into Lebanon, hitting two .villages 
and battling guerrillas in one of 
them. 

2 Women Hurt 

Arab newsmen in the region 
said t.iip Israeli shilling began 
last night and continued inter- 
mittently until’ this afternoon, 
injuring at least two women and 
damaging 20 homes in the vil- 
lages of Kfar Hamant Kreibeb 
and Rashaya el Fukhar. 

As the fighting continued, Is- 
raeli warplanes made their first 
flights over Beirut in more than 
a week, sending sonic booms 
rumbling across the capital short- 
ly before noon. 

At about 7 pm., two Israeli 
warships appeared off Lebanon's 
coast at the part city of N&koura, 
about 50 miles south of Beirut, 
and began firing flares toward 
the shore, witnesses said. 

The fighting along the Israeli- 
Lebanese border was apparently 
touched of* by Israeli retaliation 
for stepped-up guerrilla raids 
against its army patrols on 
Mount Herman in northern IsraeL 
Lebanese newspapers dubbed the 
fighting the “Arqoub war.” after 
toe 46-square-mlle region where 
the fiercest clashes occurred. 

“The Enemy used its artillery 
fire to cover its infiltration of 
the village of Kfar Chouba. where 
they blew up four houses, and 
the village of Halta. where they 
blew up one house.” the Defense 
Ministry' statement said. 


Lebanese gunners returned the 
fire, “but enemy losses were not 
immediately known,” it said. 

The guerrilla spokesman said 
Palestinian commandos using ar- 
tillery and small arms “fought 
running -battles with the enemy 
and were able to stop their ad- 
vance in several areas.” 
••Helicopters were seen evacuat- 
ing Israeli casualties,” the guer- 
rilla news agency, WAFA. said. 

Lebanon, with an army num- 
bering only about 16.000 men. is 
currently engaged in rounding 
out neighboring Arab states on 
the possibility of military aid to 
help defend its southern borders 
against Israeli attack.

PARIS. Jan. 13 (IHT>.— Two 
men attacked an Israeli airliner 
at Orly Airport today with ba- 
zookas, but missed the plane and 
struck a nearby Yugoslav aircraft 
and an administrative office. 
Three persons were Injured. 

The target plant an El Al 
Boeing 707 taxiing for takeoff, 
was delayed but left later for New 
York with 136 passengers aboard. 
An El Al .spokesman said that 
the pilot had accelerated after 
the first shot missed and escaped 
a second shot. 

The Yugoslav plane, a DC-9 of 
JAT airline, was preparing to 
board passengers for Zagreb when 
the first of the two shells was 
fired. It crashed through the fu- 
selage without exploding. 

One of the plane's stewards 
and a French policeman station- 
ed nearby to guard the El Al 
plane were mjured by flying 
fragments. 

A second bazooka shell bit an 
administration building, causing 
considerable damage and injur- 
ing a maintenance man. None of 
the injuries was serious. 

Car Abandoned 

The .attackers escaped, but po- 
lice later found their car aban- 
doned in a nearby suburb. Two 
bazooka-type weapons were found 
in the car. Police said they were 
of Soviet make. 

An anonymous telephone caller 
told Reuters news agency here 
that the attack was carried out

WASHINGTON. Jan. 13 OBT'. 
— President Ford decided to make 
a surprise television appearance 
tonight to tell Americans of new 
economy and energy proposals, 
including a tax cut of nearly 
S16 billion ana stiff fuel-conser- 
vation measures. 

The President’s TV appearance 
was announced barely an hour 
after House Democratic leaders 
issued their economic program, 
which also includes proposed tax 
cuts, for low and middle-income 
families, and a fuel rationing 
plan. 

Mr. Ford planned to outline in 
his special televised address the 
economic and energy proposals 
that will be spelled out in detail 
in lus State of the Union mes- 
sage to Congress Wednesday. 

A presidential speech so close 
to a State of the Union address 
on the same issues was believed 
to be unprecedented, and its 
timing was considered a political 
counterpunch to the Democratic 
move. But the White House de- 
nied that the TV appearance was 
designed to take the publicity 
spotlights from the Democratic 
program unveiled today. 

Mr. Ford's proposal for a $16- 
billion cut in taxes includes reduc- 
tions in both personal and busi- 
ness tar.es this year as a weapon 
to combat recession. 

$1,009 Rebates Possible 

The program could give in- 
dividual taxpayers cash rebates 
ol up to $1,000 on their 1974 
tax payments due this coming 
April 15. 

The President foresees that $13 
billion of toe tax cut will go to 
individuals in 13-per-cent rebates 
on their 1974-tax payments. Many 
individuals' payments have been 
completed through payroll deduc- 
tions. 

The remaining S4 billion in the 
tax cut would be in the form 
of an increase In the investment 
tax credit to 12 per cent for one 
year. The current tax credit 
ranges between 4 and 7 per cent. 

The rise in the investment tax 
credit to 12 per cent for 1975 is 
designed to spur industries’ plant 
expansion and create more jobs. 

Other major elements of the 
Ford package: 

• An immediate tariff on for- 
eign crude oil. beginning at SI a 
barrel and going to $3 a barrel 
in three months, coupled with a 
request to Congress to place “en- 
ergy taxes" on domestic oil and 
natural gas. 

• An unspecified metbod of re- 
turning the $30 billion in “energy 
tax revenues" to the economy "in 
the form of additional payments 
and credits to Individuals, busi- 
ness and state and local govern- 
ments. ” 

Tiie Ford program foresees 
higher retail gasoline prices be- 
cause of the “energy taxes.'' But 
the White House does not ex- 
pect the Increase to be “as 
much as with a 20-cent-a-g3llon 
gas tax." which had been sug- 
gested by some to curb fuel 
consumption. 


Other points in the Ford ener- 
gy-conservation plan include a 
windfall-profits tax on oil pro- 
ducers. a five-year delay on 
higher automobile pollution 
standards and stepped-up efforts 
to speed the development of such 
other domestic energy resources 
as coal. 

The House Democrats’ plan to- 
day promised quick action for a 
"substantial” anti-recession tax 
cut for "Americans of modest in- 
come.” The Democrats also said 
they will pass legislation empow- 
ering the President to delay in- 
flationary price increases up to 
90 days and to Impose price and 
presumably wage controls "more 


permanently” on selected indus- 
tries if necessary. 

They also promised additional 
public-sector jobs, speedier spend- 
ing for public works and an 
“emergency houstog program" to 
combat unemployment. They 
called foi action of some kind 
— including possibly either a fuel- 
tax increase or gasoline rationing 
—to curtail fuel consumption 
"Voluntary restrictions simply 
have not worked." the Democratic 
statement said.

South Vietnam Reports 
Red Convoy Destroyed 


SAIGON. Jan. 13 iAP.<.— South 
Vietnamese bombers today wreck- 
ed a 400-truck North Vietnamese 
convoy carrying troops and war 
materials to launch an offensive 
in the Central Highlands, with 
Kontum city the prime target, 
the n Corps headquarters an- 
nounced. 

In one of the biggest South 
Vietnamese air campaigns of the 
war. the headquarters claimed 
that more than 200 Suvietrbuilt 
Molotova trucks were destroyed 
and 170 North Vietnamese troops 
were killed. 

The command S3 id tint South 
Vietnamese bombers hammered 
the convoy for more than six 
hours. Spokesmen said that the 
convov was moving toward Kon- 
tum and was attacked about six 
miles northwest of the city. They 
said that the cc-nvoy had come 
through a North Vietnamese road 
network in Laos. 

Kontum city Is about 260 miles 
northeast at Saigon and about 25

miles from the borders of Laos 
and Cambodia. It was a main 
target in the 196S Tet offensive 
and again in toe 1972 Easter of- 
fensive. when North Vietnamese 
troops got Into the city but did 
not succeed in capturing it. 

There was no immediate cor- 
roboration of the II Corps head- 
quarters claim, which obviously 
was based on the reports of pilots. 
UJS. pilots — during years of 
American bombing in Vietnam— 
and South Vietnamese pilots arc 
known to exaggerate.

Schlesinger Admits CIA’s ‘Misdemeanors’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (UPI). 
— Defense Secretary James 
Schlesinger acknowledged today 
that a post- Watergate review of 
the Central Intelligence Agency's 
activities had uncovered a small 
number of “misdemeanors" dur- 
ing toe last 20 years. 

Mr. Schlesinger. a former di- 
rector of the CIA, made the dis- 
closure to reporters after testify- 
ing for an hour before an eight- 
member panel which President 
Ford recently named to investi- 
gate charges that the CIA bas 
Illegally spied on citizens in 'the 
United States. 

Mr. Schlesinger said that dis- 
closure of CIA domestic activities 
related to Watergate in 1972 
prompted a broad review of all 
agency activities. 

“I think there were a number 
of issues that came about as a 
result of the review of intelligence 
activities perpetrated by Water- 
gate/’ he said. “The entire his- 


tory was made. Certain things 
came to light.” 

He did not characterize the 
.violations, except to say: 

“These things must be viewed 
in the context of the 20-year his- 
tory of the CIA — most of the 
things uncovered go all the way 
back through the 1950s. The 
number of misdemeanors in that 
period is quite small." 

Continuous Corrections 
Asked if the CIA had taken 
steps to end those violations, Mr. 
Schlesinger replied, “Corrective 
actions are continuously neces- 
sary in any institution.” 

Mr. Schlesinger was preceded 
as a witness by CIA Director 
William Colby, who opened the 
closed hearing and remained in- 
side the room during toe tes- 
timony of the defense secretary. 

Mr. Colby was expected to be 
questioned on a top-secret report 
which he recently prepared far 


President Ford in response to 
charges the CIA had spied on 
about 9.000 anti-war activists and 
other dissidents. 

Farmer CIA Director Richard 
Helms, who headed the agency 
when many of the illegal spying 
activities allegedly took place, 
appeared before toe commission 
after Mr. Schlesinger. 

Mr. Helms, now ambassador to 
Ira n, beaded the agency from 
1966 to 1973 and has denied that 
any Illegal domestic operations 
were conducted during his tenure. 

Vice-President Rockefeller, head 
of toe commission, opened the 
first meeting by pledging to “get 
to the bottom of this problem" 
and if necessary recommend leg- 
islation to curb domestic spying 
by toe CIA. 

Two Senate committees plan to 
begin hearings later this week.

WASHINGTON. Jan. 13 'AP*. 
— The United States today pro- 
tested what it termed a grave 
violation of the Vietnam peace 
agreement by Hanoi in resuming 
warfare in South Vietnam. 

“The Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam must accept the full 
consequence of its actions.” the 
United States said in a note 
addressed to the Soviet Union. 
China. Britain, France. Hungary. 
Poland. Indonesia, Iran and UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Wald- 
heim. 

The note was addressed to them 
as guarantors of the 1973 Paris 
peace agreement under which US. 
troops were withdrawn from 
Southeast Asia. 

The United States said North 
Vietnam has built up its main 
forces in South Vietnam through 
the illegal infiltration of more 
than 160.000 troops since the peace 
agreement was concluded in Paris 
on Jan. 27. 1973. 

More than 400 new armored 
vehicles have been sent into South 
Vietnam, more than tripling toe 
strength of Communist armor 
there, the United States said. 
Artillery and anti-aircraft weap- 
ons also were greatly increased, 
the protest said. 

The protest said that North 
Vietnam bad expanded armament 
stockpiles and improved its mili- 
tary logistics system, in Laos and 
Cambodia as well as in the De- 
militarised Zone separating North 
Vietnam and South Vietnam. 

The note also said the North 
had failed to honor its commit- 
ment to cooperate in determining 
the status of American and other 
personnel missing in action and 
had broken off an discussions on 
this issue by refusing to meet 
with UJS. and South Vietnamese 
representatives on a four-party 
joint military team for the last 
seven months. 

Today was the third time that 
toe United States has filed strong 
protests with the other principal 
signatories of the Vleto&m accord.

Israel began to exploit Egyptian 
wells in the Sinai Peninsula im- 
mediately after capturing them 
in the six-day war of 1967. They 
protide 50 to 60 per cent of the 
oil Israel needs each year, and 
are expected to be the center- 
piece In any negotiations be- 
tween Israel and Egypt on a 
second-stage Sinai agreement. 

The future of the wells— and 
the possession of the Important 
Mifcla and Gldl Passes in Sinai 
—are expected to be the issues 
that will decide whether a new 
agreement can be concluded. 
Egypt is demanding the return 
of both; Israel has refused so 
far. 

The 400 Israeli oil experts and 
workers who populate this former 
Egyptian boom town on the east 
coast of the Gulf of Suez are 
pessimistic about future talks.

2 Cosmonauts 
Test Systems 
On Salyut-4 


MOSCOW, Jan. 13 COPT).— 
Two cosmonauts today spent their 
second working day aboard the 

orbiting Salyut-4 laboratory, 
warming up its systems and 
checking scientific instruments, 
Tass said. 

A brief report on the cosmo- 
nauts, Lt. Col. Alexei Gubarev and 
civilian flight engineer Georei 
Grechko, both 43, said they were 
feeling well and that all systems 
were functioning normally. 

It was only the second report 
on the cosmonauts since they 
docked their Soyuz-17 craft to the 
three-room, 2Q-ton station yester- 
day and boarded it.

The cosmonauts will carry out 
biological and medical experi- 
ments, earth observations and 
test the improved design of the 
Salyut, the agency said.

Tass said by noon today that 
Salyut-4 had made 288 orbits of 
the earth, 18 of them with the 
cosmonauts aboard. The station 
was sent aloft Dec. 26. 

Reports have not mentioned 
how long the cosmonauts will 
remain aboard the Salyut. Some 
Western experts have speculated 
that the cosmonauts might seek 
to surpass the three weeks spent 
by the Soyuz-ll cosmonauts in 
Salyut-1 in 197 L 

There also has been speculation 
that CoL Gubarev and Mr. 
Grechko may only be readying 
the station for a longer stay by 
later cosmonauts. 


Clemency Pleas

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (UFI>.

Israel buys the rest of its 
annual requirement of about 160,- 
000 barrels a day from Iran, which 
is also described abroad as a po- 
tential source of compensatory 
supplies. 

Because the Israelis depend al- 
most totally upon oil for energy 
supplies, they are circumspect 
about disclosure of details. News- 
paper articles about the oil sit- 
uation, including this one, are 
subjected to rigorous censorship. 
This reporter’s request to enter 
the fields here was denied. 

According to foreign sources, 
the fields are worked in coopera- 
tion with ENI, the Italian na- 
tional oil company, which origin- 
ally explored and developed them 
In partnership with Egypt in 1864. 

When the Israeli Army seized 
the fields in 1967, Israel suddenly 
found Itself with a major asset 
but without the necessary ex- 
pertise to exploit it. According to 
the foreign sources, an arrange- 
ment was worked out under which 
the Italians continued their par- 
ticipation and Irael simply re- 
placed Egypt as partner. Israel 
continues paying 50- per -cent roy- 
alties to Italy on all oil pumped. 

Calculated at 1974 prices, pro- 
duction for last year was worth 
about $250 million. The existing 
wells have a projected lifetime of 
8 to 10 years, according to Israeli 
officials. 

Perhaps with an eye toward the 
day when it will have to give up 
the fields, the government re- 
cently committed itself to an in- 
tensive exploration effort in Is- 
rael.

ATHENS, Jan. 13 (NVTl.— 
When the film “Z" was released 
in 1869. it was banned by the 
military junta then ruling Greece. 
It is now playing here for the 
first time and Its showing has 
become one of the most popular 
— and controversial— events since 
the restoration of democracy al- 
most six months ago. 


The story is based on the as- 
sassination In 1 963 of Gregoris 
Lamb raids, popular leftist mem* 
ber of the Greek parliament. The 
sound “zee" means “he lives" in 
Greek, and tbe issues raised by 
that murder are far from dead. 


The most popular film here 
since television was introduced 
has been “Tbe Godfather,” which 
was seen by about 400,000 Greeks. 
In less than four weeks, 350,000 
have seen the French -made “Z" 
fttirf 600,000 are expected to do 
so by the end of its run. 

Audiences usually cheer loudly 
when one character denounces 
the American military bases here.

Concerns Said 
To Evade U.S. 
Health Laws 

By Setting Up Firms 
Abroad for Risk Jobs 
By Sara Hausard 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 iIHTi. 
— Some American Industries may 
be expanding outside the United 
States so they can capitalize on 
the lack of costly health regula- 
tions In developing countries, a 
consumer -oriented group asserts. 
The group focused on asbestos 
textile and vinyl chloride, which 
have been linked to tbe incidence 
of cancer among workers in those 
Industries. 

The Maryland Public Interest 
Research Group, a Ralph Nader- 
style student-financed organiza- 
tion, cites statistics showing that 
Imports of asbestos textiles from 
Mexico. Taiwan, Brazil and Vene- 
zuela into the United States 
increased from zero to 50 per 
cent of UB. consumption from 
1969 to 1973, the years when 
many countries, including the 
United States, began requiring 
costly changes to minimiaa work- 
ers’ exposure to these substances. 

The FLRG also thinks tbe 
same thing is about to happen 
in the vinyl- chloride industry 
and it has asked the Senate 
Finance Committee chairman, 
Abraham Riblcoff, D-Conn., to 
investigate. 

Suspicious of Motives 
Although the FIRG only got 
responses to three of 14 inquiries 
from tbe major asbestos-textile 
producers and about half of the 
vinyl-chloride companies in the 
United States, it suspects that 
the new imports of asbestos from 
countries where there are not 
such stringent health require- 
ments may be prompted by cost- 
cutting Americans. The PLRG 
could not find out, however, who 
owned the recently formed com- 
panies to what they call the 
■’nonregulating'' countries. 

Barry C&stJeman. the PIRG en- 
vironmental engineer, who wrote 
the report, points to tbe fact 
that most of the asbestos mines 
serving North and South Amer- 
ica axe to Quebec, with American 
firms processing most of their 
output. He how countries 
so far from the main source and 
until recently manufacturing very 
little in the way of asbestos prod- 
ucts can suddenly be produc- 
ing top-quality asbestos goods to 
sell to UB. companies. 

He has recommended that Con- . 
grass enact tariffs or outright 
bans on all such imports from 
countries that do not have ade- 
quate worker protection laws. Mr. 
Castleman says that be would 
like to see such measures even 
if the foreign companies are not 
owned by American firms. 

An Ugly Thing to Say 

Robert Mereness, executive di- 
rector of the Asbestos Informa- 
tion Association, the industry’s 
lobby, disagreed with Mr. C&st- 
leman’s theory. “That’s really a 
very ugly thing to say” Mr. 
Mereness said. ‘T don’t know 
of any movement of that type 
in tbe industry. Right now, 
they’re just trying to get capital 
together to clean up tbe plants.” 
Mr. Mereness does not think 
there Is any reason to consider 
tariffs or bans yet. 

Asbestos, which Is used in a 
wide range of products such as 
brake linings, insulation and fire- 
resistant material, was discovered 
as long ago as 1900 to be a can- 
cer-causing agent because of the 
dust that people who work with 
it must inhale. Tbe Labor De- 
partment last revised the amount 
of exposure allowed to five fibers 
a milliliter of air. That was to 
1971 and there is a scheduled 
reduction to two libers m 197B. 

Vinyl chloride, which Is used 
in a variety of products including 
toys, upholstery and water pipes.

Political Problem in Choice 


4 Nations Said to Be Afraid 
Of Cost Overrun on U.S. Jets

NEW YORK, Jan. 13 iNYT'. — 
Four Western European countries 
that are in the market for new 
jet fighter planes are reportedly 
shying from purchases in the 
United States because of fears 
over the political repercussions of 
the cost of the craft. 

The four — Norway. Denmark, 
Belgium and the Netherlands — 
are involved to what has become 
known as the “great fighter 
sweepstakes." They are expected 
tQ buy a minimum of 350 planes 
to replace their aging Lockheed 
F-I04s and the choice is between 
two American aircraft and one 
French. 

France’s Mirage F-l-M-53 Is 
priced at $5.8 milli on- while the 
two American planes are expected 
to increase in price from the 
present estimated figure of $4.5 
milli on or $5 milli on to $6 million. 
But tbe Europeans are said to be 
afraid that the American costs 
may go much higher 
The American planes are the 
single-engine YF-16. produced by 
General Dynamics, and the twto- 
englne YF-I7. produced by 
Northrop. 

According to Washington 
reports, the Air Force ■ selection 
beard has recommended that tbe 
Air Force choose the single- 
engine YF-16 as its standard 
lightweight fighter. The Navy, 
which also Is in the market for 
a plane of that type, might then 
follow suit, although its past pref- 
erence has been for twin-engine 
Aircraft. 

IThe Pentagon officially chose 
the YF-16 today for the Air 
Force, the Associated Press re- 
ported.] 

Denmark and the Netherlands, 
according to European sources, 
also favor a two-engine plane 
because of the greater safety 
factor. 

The probability that unit costs 
for the American planes will rise 
is frightening tbe European gov- 
ernments away from the UjS. 
aircraft. Their wariness will 
increase, an expert said, if the 
Air Force formally chooses tbe 
YF-16.

EEC Ministers 
On Setting ’75

BRUSSELS. Jan. 13 
Agrlculture ministers of the Euro- 
pean Economic Community today 
began negotiations to set the level 
of farm prices for this year. 

Their preliminary discussions, 
which will be continued tomor- 
row. were described as "very 
generaL" Peter Barry, secretary 
of the Irish Agriculture Ministry 
who is representing the country 
newly installed in the EEC 
presidency, said later: “Very little 
progress has been made so far 
but none of us are too despon- 
dent” 

The European Commission has 
suggested that there should be 
price rises averaging 9 per cent 
this year, which, together with 
other measures should result ir a 
lQ-per-ceut increase to income 
for Europe's farmers. 

This figure is regarded as too 
inflationary by the Germans and 
too low by the French. Tbe usual 
conflict between the need to im- 
prove th«- income of farmers, who 
have been badly hit by inflation, 
and the desire to curb inflation 
is particularly sharp this year. 

Til ere is a prospect of very 
tough bargaining when the min- 
isters get mto item-by-item de- 
bate about (he price of commodi- 
ties for the year. 

An official statement issued 
today by the EEC farmers’ or- 
ganization, COPA, concedes that 
during the last 12 months Europe 
has been able to escape the worst 
consequences of inflation as a 
result of the common agricul- 
tural policy but it urges ministers 
to agree to an average increase 
of at least 15 per cent in E£C- 
farni prices to bring them into 
line with the "realities'* of cost 
and inflation. 

For political and economic rea- 
sons. it is clear that the final

The UE. Air Force plans to buy 
650 lightweight fighters, and its 
choice between the YF-16 and the 
YF-17 is due to be conveyed to 
the four Western European gov- 
ernments. all members of NATO. 
The UB. Navy may purchase as 
many as 400 planes. 

If the European governments 
stifle their fears of rising unit 
costs and follow the American 
lead and if. as has been indicated, 
the Iranian and Israeli govern- 
ments also purchase the new 
fighter, total original orders are 
estimated at more than $15 
billion. 

The Mirage F-l-M-53 did not 
fly until Dec. 22, and its technol- 
ogy and performance are regarded 
by the Americans as well behind 
that of tbe YF-16 or YF-17. But 
to cost-worried Europeans, the 
Americans concede, this is not 
now the primary factor.

Cabinet in Japan 
Approves Budget 
Of $100 Billion 

TOKYO, Jan. 13 'NAT'. — The 
government has adopted the 
nation's first S 100-billion budget, 
with large outlays for social 
security, public works, education, 
agriculture and defense. 

The budget, approved by Pre- 
mier Taken Miki’s Cabinet at a 
special session Saturday, is nearly 
25-per-cent larger than the previ- 
ous budget, reflecting the impact 
of inflation on the Japanese econ- 
omy. 

During fiscal year 1975, which 
begins April 1. Japan Is sched- 
uled to spend $70.9 billion on gen- 
eral operating expenses and $31 
billion in investment &ud loans. 
It will be a balanced budget. A 
supplementary budget, however, 
is adopted late in each fiscal 
year. 

The new budget will be submit- 
ted to parliament later this month 
but passage is a foregone conclu- 
sion. Parliament will rubber 
stamp tbe budget because it has 
been worked out through nego- 
tiations within the powerful bu- 
reaucracy led by the Ministry of 
Finance, then approved by the 
Cabinet and leaders of the gov- 
erning Liberal Democratic Party. 
The LDP has a clear majority in 
parliament and voting is always 
along party lines. 
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The Aimless Arrows 


The terrorists whose bazooka shots at an 
Israeli plane only succeeded in damaging 
an aircraft of friendly Yugoslavia on the sail 
of friendly France, are all too typical of 
that kind of terror which Is more concerned 
to produce a blast than with the target. Like 
the man in the poem, who shot an arrow 
Into the air that fell to earth he knew not 
where, the effects of terror may be quite 
otherwise than the terrorists intend. But it 
must be admitted that this confusion is not 
foreign to other aspects of the confused 
Middle Eastern scene. In fact, in many 
respects the explosive fiasco at Orly typifies 
that scene. 

The Israelis, for example, continue their 
reprisals against Palestine guerrilla areas 
across their borders with, apparently, little 
regard for the fact that that policy was 
responsible for much of their present 
diplomatic Isolation, even before the Arab 
oil gave a selfish reason for such isolation. 
And tbey are doing so at a time when the 
illusions created by the six-day war have 
evaporated, while the territorial changes 
produced by that war are a continual 
problem. 

And then there is the emergence of the 
new Iran, accompanied by the dubious posi- 
tion of the old Jordan. The cheerful accords 
reached in Cairo by Shah Mohammed Reza 
Pahlevi and President Anwar Sadat leave 
many intriguing questions behind — about the 
Kurds of Iraq, for example, and the Pales- 
tinians of Jordan, to say nothing of the 
bypassed Syrians, the maverick Libyans, and 
tiie once dominant Saudi Arabians. 


President Sfidat and the Shah apparently 
propose that these questions, implicitly, as 
well as the whole Israeli problem, explicitly, 
be dumped on the conference table at Gene- 
va, along with the other tangle that lies 
b ehin d these issues: the respective interests 
and goals of the Soviet Union and the 
United States. 

It appears to be the practice these days 
in the world’s chancelleries, no less than In 
the secret hideouts of the world’s guerrillas, 
to Shoot arrows Into the air and then wonder 
where tbey will land. What is supposed to 
make the difference Is that the chancelleries 
are staffed by reasonable men, who prefer 
reasonable solutions, reached peaceably, 
rather than by those who are quite willing 
to risk world war by shooting archdukes. 
But it cannot be forgotten that World War I 
would never have been caused by the 
militant radicals of Serbia and Bosnia If the 
chancelleries of Europe had In fact been in 
the hands of men who could really differen- 
tiate between cause and effect, and who had 
a genuine appreciation of the possible results 
of their words and actions. 

• The Middle East Is a tangled minefield, 
where almost every fear and hatred and 
high aspiration that can cause war have 
been strewn by history- The demands on 
statesmanship here — demands that have Im- 
pact on most of the world — are both com- 
plex and urgent. And anyone who starts 
shooting arrows of any kind in that neigh- 
borhood must be very sure both of his aim 
and his target. 


The Era of Expensive Oil 


The great industrial nations have devoted 
this first year since the revolution in oil 
prices mainly to the painful process of 
getting used to the idea. They have done 
very little, so far, to protect themselves 
against its emerging effects. You have read 
repeatedly of the quadrupling of oil prices. 
In fact, the crucial Persian Gulf price, to 
which all others are keyed, is now six times 
as high as it was 18 months ago. The first 
reaction, among the governments of the 
Industrial countries, has been to wish very 
hard that this unwelcome intrusion would 
go away by Itself. 

Dont laugh; that’s a perfectly rational and 
defensible response. Sometimes apparent 
threats do indeed evaporate by themselves 
for reasons that— in retrospect— are perfectly 
clear. If the oil threat were not to go away, 
it certainly promised a profound and painful 
dislocation in the economies of all the rich 
countries. That was not a prospect to be ap- 
proached with undue haste. Remember that 
each of the major oil-importing countries 
Is a democracy, and in all of them politics. 
In the early 1970s, was largely a matter of 
seeing who could deliver most grandly on 
the promise of steadily rising prosperity. 

In the first shock of the new oil prices, 
the governments of the importing countries 
could agree on nothing. Each meeting last 
winter produced only a new set of com- 
plicated disagreements. But as months 
passed and the prices only kept rising, things 
quietly began to change a bit. Over the 
spring and summer, an unprecedented oil- 
sharing agreement was negotiated among 
most ol the Industrial countries as insurance 
against another embargo. For the past two 
months, the main debate has revolved 
around the much larger question of financ- 
ing oil for the countries that are running 
out of credit — the process rather Inaccurate- 
ly known as recycling This one is not an 
easy matter to negotiate, since it essentially 
means that a few countries — chiefly the 
United States and West Germany — may have 
to help support the oil deficits of their trad- 
ing partners at a time when their own 
economies are in recession. A number of 
schemes have been propounded. The Euro- 
peans don’t much like the American propo- 
sal; the Americans don’t much like the Eu- 
ropeans’ ideas; and the Europeans are 
anything but agreed among themselves. The 
most interesting thing about the present 
state of the negotiation Is not the highly In- 
tricate nature of these differences, but rather 
the general Impression that they are well on 
their way to being solved. Governments are 
no longer playing for time, waiting to see 
whether something easier or simpler might 
not turn up. It won’t, and everybody now 
understands that basic truth. There is a 
certain distinctly hopeful momentum visible 
here. The September agreement on oil-shar- 
ing provided an Impetus toward the much 
more difficult matter of credits for recycl- 
ing, and if the industrial world can agree 
on recycling it can agree on much else. 


No democratic government could do much 
about the cdl prices, and the disruptive ad- 
justments that they will require, until a 
good many of its citizens came to accept 
those price increases as real and, as these 
things go, permanent. Throughout the world 
a great many Informed people, in both 
public and private life, have been studying 
the new economics of fuel intensively over 
this past year, and they are now providing 
a political base on which governments can 
build unpleasant but necessary programs of 
action. In the United States, there is now 
considerable evidence that public opinion 
has moved well ahead of both the Ford-ad — 
ministration and the Democratic leadership 
in Congress, toward the hard conclusion that 
the time for serious decisions has arrived. 

One particularly visible piece of evidence 
Is that manifesto by an uncommonly broad 
alliance of distinguished people calling 
themselves Citizens for a Strung Energy pro- 
gram. One of the organizers is Peter Peter- 
son who, as secretary of commerce, was the 
first high American official to call public 
attention to the scale of the financial strains 
that the anticipated scale of oil imports 
would put on the United States. This state- 
ment calls on the President and Congress 
to move swiftly to put limits on oil imports, 
and impose taxes to discourage consumption. 

It urges that the revenues from these taxes 
ought to be used to cushion the burden 
thrown onto the poor, and to open up new 
sources of energy, it calls for a cut In UJS. 
national oil consumption of a million barrels 
a day— about 6 per cent— by July 4, a firm 
and unambiguous target. 

This statement appears in that sensitive 
moment when President Ford’s position on 
oil, energy and the economy is in the final 
stages of drafting. It is an attempt to 
persuade him that there Is wider support 
for a forceful grip on the oil hose than he 
has apparently been willing to believe. There 
is some danger that Mr. Ford will settle for 
half a program— enough to acknowledge the 
scale of the change that has come over the 
U-S. economy, but not enough to persuade 
anyone that the American government 
knows what to do about it. But if he settles 
for that, Mr. Ford will have badly misread 
the temper of the country. 

A full year after the prices went up, the 
dimensions of their meaning are now 
known. It Is now generally agreed that the 
prices will not come down— not soon enough, 
certainly, or far enough to change the situa- 
tion here. Responses in America's economic 
life that seemed unthinkably expensive or 
Inconvenient a year ago are now the com- 
mon view. Diplomats are making progress in 
knocking together a mutual protection so- 
ciety among the importing countries. In the 
United States, public support for rigorous 
conservation is emerging After a steady 
ration of black gloom for some months, per- 
haps the country may soon be able to afford 
at least a small slice of optimism as It goes 
into the second year after the oD revolution.

7VTEW YORK.— When Aristotle 

v Qnasas was tryin g to build 
an oil port and refinery on the 
New Hampshire coast last year, 
much of the local resistance cen- 
tered on the beautiful little town 
of Durham. At one point the 
Onassis agent on the scene, Con- 
stantine Gratsos, wrote to a wom- 
an in Durham: 

-My family background, aca- 
demic education and personal in- 
clinations would all make me the 
last person an earth, who would 
like to desecrate a beautiful land- 
scape . . . unfortunately, the evolu- 
tion of the world... win Inevit- 
ably result in the elimination of 
all that you and I and many 
other people cherish. Humanity 
has reached the point [where] we 
shall have to choose between ex- 
istence and beauty . . ." 

Gratsos put a familiar argument 
in particularly farm — 

the argument of necessity* It fail- 
ed in New Hampshire; Durham 
and the coast r e m a in as they 
were. Elsewhere it has worked. 
Bantry Bay, Ireland, was once a 
wonder of the world, green and 
lovely, rich with the creatures of 
the sea. Now, after an “accident” 
in unloading a supertanker, Ban- 
try Bay reeks of oil and death.

Brutal Candor 

Beauty was a value at risk in 
Durham. But Gratsos, for aU his 
tone of brutal candor, was not 
really accurate in stating the 
issue. As Bantry Bay shows, and 
as Singapore now knows, those 
who succmnb to the argument of 
necessity may lose more than 
beauty and tranquillity; tbey may 
lose sustaining elements of life. 

In a thousand ways, the in- 
dustrialized world now faces basic 
decisions about Its future course 
of development. And the crucial 
oho Lee is not between existence 
and beauty. It is between two 
views of existence: the short- 
term and the long-term. 

The conflict over strip-mining 
of ooal is a current example. The 
electric power companies want to 
keep their costs down. They have 
fought fanatically against federal 
regulations that would make them 
install “scrubbers” to clean the 
smoke of high-sulphur coal, in- 
stead they want to strip the soil 
of Wyoming and Montana to get 
at the low-sulphur coal under- 
neath. They persuaded President 
Ford to veto a modest strip-min- 
ing bill that would have made 
them repair the surface after- 
ward. 

It is perfectly logical for a 
power company to want to maxi- 
mize Its Short-term profits and 
socially appealing to keep the 
price of power down. But there 
is a heavy long-term cost, and 
it is not only the beauty lost to 
the Great Plains of the West. 
Land needed to feed a hungry 
world would be turned to waste. 


We look to govern m ent to weigh 
fcb«* against the distant, 

but our government is desperately 
short of people with the training 
and the vision to make such 
judgments. Pres i d en t Ford does 
not even have a scientific adviser 
on his staff. But the problem goes 
deeper than that. 

The Institutions of Washington, 
D.C., are almost entirely commit- 
ted to the idea of growth— of in- 
dustrial and commercial expan- 


sion— as the answer to society's 
ills It is an article of faith that 
we must go on with the postwar 
pattern of growth based on the 
intensive use of cheap energy. 
But statement of that pro- 
position is its own refutation. Far 
energy is no longer cheap and 
will not be. To go an expanding 
as we have would require putting 
most future investments into new 
energy sources, with dubious eco- 
nomic benefits and devastating 
damage to the biosphere. 

The curious thing is that people 
outside government, many of 
them, sense that we ate altering 
a new time, with choices more 
complicated than to grow or die. 
Half Dahrendorf, the former 
Common Market official who now 
heads the London School of Eco- 
nomics, said recently that “a dom- 
inant theme” of Western soci- 
ety “appears to be spent” That 
is the theme of linear growth as 
progress, of consumption and 
quantitative expansion as ulti- 
mate goods. 

“Growth must become a ques- 
tion. of better rather than more,” 
Dahrendorf said. That is easily 
said but not so easily arranged. 
How do we assure employment in 
this new world, and individual 
motivation, and political leader- 
ship, and liberty? Those are the 
questions ahead.

The rest of the time the FDP 
provided the balance of power 
that successively kept Adenauer, 
Ludwig Erhard, Willy Brandt and, 
now, Schmidt in office. When- 
ever It withdrew its support, gov- 
ernments . crumbled. And the 
question looming Over Bonn, at 
present is whether the PDF isn't 
about to withdraw its support 
again. 

Sometimes referred to as West 
Germany’s “liberals," the FDP is 
proud of that tag and attributes 
it to traditions and origins that 
date to the German revolutions 
of 1848 and 1849. 

There is also no question that 
during its' time the party has 
produced some towering liberals. 
In tbe classical sense of the term. 
Certainly Theodor Heuss, West 
<zennany‘s first federal president, 
was one of them. 

But there have also been mo- 
ments daring the past 25 years 
when it appeared that. the PDF's 
liberalism meant little more than 
license to coalesce with which- 
ever party had the power. . .

The Formalism of Kissinger

A S HIN G T O N— When 


the 


professor came to Washing- 
ton seven Januaries ago, he was 
Just one planet in the solar sys- 
tem of presidential power. He 
became a sun, tbe brightest in 
the galaxy. But one senses that 
today he feels like a setting sun. 

When he came to town he was 
a confident formalist . That is, 
he believed, probably inordinate- 
ly, in tbe importance of formal 
diplomacy. He believed— almost 
certainly more than he does to- 
day— to the efficacy of the formal 
arrangements wrought by “men 
of affairs.” He believed, more 
than his last six years of ex- 
perience encourage him to be- 
lieve, in the ability of governing 
elites to channel co n trol the 
white water river of events. 

His early, undiluted formalism 
is expressed in big book about toe 
diplomacy of Mettemich and 
Castlereagh. The book is much 
better than its title: “A World 
Restored.” The title is, of course, 
preposterous.

The Market Ideal 


One of the great difficulties in 
our society today is that we do 
not have adequate mechanisms 
fear weighing long-term interests 
against the immediate.

Today there must be a Jolting 
Incongruity between that which 
Kissinger's intellect tens him is 
true, and that which, because of 
his vocation (statecraft), he must 
pretend is true. His daily ex- 
perience must teach him how 
virtually impossible it is far gov- 
erning elites to gain any pur- 
chase on toe forces loose to the 
world. But he is paid to try. 

His zest for the effort must be 
diminished by the fact that, in - 
creasingly, congressional re- 
straints an his operating freedom, 
and press criticism, <ndi n -p - te that 
he has become, the. object of a 
vague and peculiar resentment in 
Washington. 

It is not correct to attribute 
this, entirely to toe tact (and it 
must be a fact; my hero, novel- 
ist Peter De Tries, says It Is) 
that grudge is toree-quartera of 
the burden of admiration. Rath- 
er, Kissinger’s fan from grace 
represents nothing more profound 
than the fact, itself profoundly 

important, that Washington can- 
not admire any more for more 
than, a few years. 

.A few years Is as long- as it 
takes Washington to recognize 
th at e ven the most tenacious, 
energetic and subtle mp n cannot 
alter the truth: Today, as al- 
ways, events are in the saddle, 
riding men and nations. Wash- 
ington’s most striking resolute- 
ness is in refusing to face tha t 
fact. Washington is a town of 
formalists living by - the belief 
that politics controls events. 

The fact that the world Was 
restated Kissinger’s incr easing ly 


frenetic attempts to order- it has 
transformed Kissinger into a 
threat to Washington’s sustaining 
myths. K issinger, who of course 
bas bis faults, has become, 
through no fault of his own, a 
disconcerting paradigm of toe 
limits of politics. 

If his six years of service to 
his country have served to refute 
his own formalism, that speaks 
poorly of his original theory, not 
of him. If he is inc reasingly 
fatalistic, that is understandable: 
Fatalism Is the refuge of intelli- 
gent, disappointed formalists. 

Anyway, fatalism has several 
virtues: It is broadly compatible 
with the basic facta of history; 
and It immunizes governing elites 
fr o m delusions of mastery and 
the over-reaching that such delu- 
sions stimulate. 

It subtracts not a cubit from 
Kissinger’s unique stature to note 
that, after six Kissinger years, 
tbe finest feature of UA foreign 
policy is something that is not 
happening- Kissinger knows 
what pleasure Sir Robert Walpole

NEW YORK. Jan. 13 (AP) — 
Former radical leftist Jane Alpert 
was sentenced today to 27 
months in prison for taking 
part in a 1969 terrorist plot to 
bomb banks, nffiy buildings and 
government structures. 

Uj 8. District Judge Milton Pol- 
lack dismissed a suggestion that 
Mi** Alpert be assign some 
sort of public service commitment 
ingtggrf of jail and said. “Con- 
spiracy to express dissent with 
bombs ... is Intolerable and 
must be treated accordingly.” 

Miss Alpert, 27. jumped bail 
and vanished for 4 1/2 years 
after pleading guilty to conspir- 
acy in 1970. She reappeared Nov. 
14. 

At tbe time of her arrest. Miss 
Alpert had been charged with 
taking part in bombings at a 
military induction center, the 
Rainbow Room in the RCA 
Building, the General Motors 
Building, the Marine Midland 
gad Chase Manhattan Bank 
Buildings, the Criminal Court 
Building and a federal building 
here. The charges were later 
consolidated into a single con- 
spiracy indictment. 

Nineteen persons were injured 
in the bombings from July 27 to 
Nov. II. 1969.

Kennedy Midyear Visit to Castro 
Reportedly Is Expected by Cuba 


HAVANA, Jan. 13 iWP).— Sen. 
Edward Kennedy. D-Mass.. is ex- 
pected to visit Cuba for talks 
with Premier Fidel Castro at or 
after the middle of this year, 
according to reliable sources here. 

The senator has been making 
efforts to come to Cuba “for close 
to two years and friends of Ken- 
nedy have come here to put 
out feelers on several previous 
occasions.” a source said. 

Two Kennedy aides were in 
Cuba from Dec. 28 until Jan. 3 
and met with Mr. Castro and 
other Cuban officials. Ben. Ken- 
nedy's office said that the aides 
wens here as representatives of the 
Senate Subcommittee an Refu- 
gees, which the senator heads, 
to discuss humanitarian problems 
such as separated Cuban families 
and the status of political pris- 
oners. 

The office said that Sen. Ken- 
nedy has for several years been 


thinking of visiting some Iatln 
American countries, including 
Cuba, but that he has no defi- 
nite plans for a visit here. An 
aide denied that any feelers had 
been put out by Kennedy friends 
visiting Cuba. 

Havana's apparent willingness 
to receive Sen. Kennedy now 
reflects Its growing Interest in 
establishing contacts with the 
United States.

BOSTON, Jan. 13 <NYT).— In 
a courtroom nine stories above 
downtown Boston, a jury of 16— > 
13 men and three women — last 
week began to confront profound 
questions about when human life 
begins and what duty a doctor 
owes tbe unborn. 

The jury is to judge a young 
physician. Dr. Kenneth Edelln. 
indicted by a grand jury far 
manslaughter in connection with 
a legal abortion at Boston City 
Hospital. 

The case, which experts say is 
unparalleled in the annals of 
medical law and has attracted 
national attention, may help 
clarify difficult questions left by 
the Supreme Court in 1973 when 
it restricted the authority of 
states to prohibit abortion to the 
stage, left ill-defined, after which 
the fetus Is “viable,” or capable 
of life outside the womb. 

The prosecution does not con- 
tend that the abortion, perform- 
ed Oct. 3, 1973. when Massa- 
chusetts had no abortion, law, 
was illegal. Rather, It claims 
that Dr. Edelin. an obstetrician 
and gynecologist, killed the fetus, 
called a “baby boy" In the In- 
dictment. after ending the preg- 
nancy by depriving it of life-sus- 
taining oxygen while still In tbe 
womb. 

"Would Have Lived* 

The implication is that tbe

Y ugosla via to Try 
Dissident Author 
Mihajlov Jan. 27 

BELGRADE, Jan. 13 (WPl.— 
Mihajlo Mihajlov, tbe dissident 
Yugoslav author, will go on trial 
Jan. 27 on charges of spreading 
hostile propaganda against Yugo- 
slavia. his lawyer reported today. 

If convicted, Mr. Mihajlov. 39, 
faces a sentence of 1 to 15 years 
in jaiL The lawyer, Jovzm Bar 
rovic, said tbe trial will be held 
in (Novi Sad, about 45 miles north 
of Belgrade. 

Mr. Mihajlov was arrested In 
October on charges covering a 
broad spectrum of anti-state 
activities, including contacts with 
foreign organizations. These 
charges were dropped, however, 
and he will be tried an the single 
count of spreading “hostile" pro- 
paganda. 

The charge is based on a series 
of five articles published by 
Posev, a Russian emigre publish- 
ing house based In West Ger- 
many. The .articles included 
denunciations of President Tito's 
government, which Mr. Mihajlov 
described as totalitarian.

Dr. Edelin 's lawyer, William 
TTnmr-n_«; jr., will counter that no 
person ever existed to be killed 
and that the law has never given 
rights to the unborn. He told 
the Jury that the fetus “never 
drew a single breath outside the 
mother’s body" and that tbe doc- 
tor's actions were “In accord 
with accepted medical stan- 
dards." 

The trial raises some ex- 
tremely delicate moral, ethical 
and legal issues: Can the begin- 
ning of life be pinpointed? Dr-es 
an unborn fetus have legal rights 
and. U so, when ? Is a doctor 
primarily responsible to his pa- 
tient or does unborn life make 
a claim an him. too? How is he 
to divide these responsibilities 
wben they conflict? Are these is- 
sues better settled by law than 
by criminal trial? 

Criticism of Trial 

Many here have criticized the 
trial as quasi-political, an effort 
to skirt the Supreme Court ruling 
and to intimidate doctors in this 
heavily Roman Catholic city, 
where abortion and research on 
fetal tissues by scientist- have 
been recurrent and sometimes 
emotional political issues. 

The indictment was handed 
down after a Cit7 Council hear- 
ing at which fetal experimenta- 
tion was denounced by politi- 
cians and anti-abortion groups. 
Foot other doctors at the hos- 
pital have also been indicted, 
charged under a 19th-century 
law against grave robbing, for 
doing fetal research. No trial 
date has been set for them. 

The trial of Dr. Edelin a 36- 
y ear -old black. Is expected to hear 
a welter of conflir.ibg testimony 
from doctors, nurses and medical 
authorities. The prosecution in- 
tends to produce in court persons 
who were as small as the fetus 
at birth and survived to maturity. 

The basic events are not at 
issue. In regular duties at the 
city hospital, where he is still 
employed. Dr. Edelin one day 
aborted, at her request, a 17-year- 
old black woman who was 20 to 
28 weeks pregnant, according to 
various estimates. After three 
vain efforts to extract the fetus 
by the injection of saline, called 
“salting out” Dr. Edelin made 
a surgical incision in the woman's 
abdomen to remove the fetus by 
hysterotomy, a technique similar 
to birth by caesarian section ex- 
cept that the object is to termi- 
nate pregnancy. It is used in 
advanced pregnancies. 


In this method, the surgeon 
puts his finger into the uterus 
and carefully detacher the pla- 
centa and amnio tic sac that sur- 
rounds the developing fetus from 
tbe uterine wall. The entire moss 
is then expelled by contractions 
of the uterus. 

The state claims that man- 
slaughter was committed before 
the expulsion, it Is charged that 
Dr. Edelln "stood in the operat- 
ing room with his hand in the 
mother and watched the clock for 
three to five minutes,” during 
which time the "male child" died 
of anoxia, or Jack of oxygen, be- 
cause it was removed from the 
mother's support. 

The implication is that Dr. 
Edelln purposely waited to be sure 
there would be no life when the 
fetus was removed and discarded 
and that had he removed it 
quickly and attempted to keep it 
alive it might have survived, at 
least for a time. 

The defense says the procedure 
was not unusual. "We do not 
concede a deliberate wait of three 
to five minutes,” Mr. Homans 
said In an interview, pointing out 
that a leading obstetrics textbook 
says that "the finger not re- 
moved until it is felt that tbe 
sac and placenta are entirely free 
in the uterine cavity." 

At any rate, he added, since 
the state says death occurred in 
the uterus, there is no legal 
ground for manslaughter. 

“It is universally the Jaw that 
killing of an unborn child, wheth- 
er for abortion or for any other 
purpose, is not a homicide." he 
contended In a pretrial brief.

The Navy has denied knowl- 
edge of any offer by the North 
Koreans to release the spy ship 
Pueblo and its 83-man crew be- 
fore their actual return. 

The hrlef statement was In 
response tD charges by the 
Pueblo's former executive officer 
that North Korea was prepared 
to free the ship and crew more 
than two months before they 
were released on Dec. 22, 1968. 

Edward Murphy Jr., a former 
lieutenant, said Thursday that 
“self-centered antics" by former 
Pueblo Comdr. Lloyd Bucher 
prevented the crew from being 
freed on Oct. 11. 1968. They 
were captured the previous Jan- 
uary. 

The Navy statement said that 
"the government of toe United 
States is unaware of any offer 
to have the imprisoned Pueblo 
crewmen man the ship and 
return it to the United States 
or to release them at any time 
earlier than they were actua’ly 
released."

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Life With a 15-1 ear-Old Girl: A Hassle

TW-EW YORK (NYD— Living 
with a 15-year-old daughter 
Is the warm glow of conversation 
with a mature, intelligent human 
being alternating with the hys- 
terics of a 2-year-old. It has its 
rewards and its frustrations, but 
parents agree that it is a water- 
shed year. 

At cocktail parties, dinners and 
at school events, parents of 15- 
year-olds tend to find one another 
and exchange progress reports. 
Just as they did years ago about 
toilet training and teething. In 
the absence of the soothing min- 
istrations of Dr. Spock, they have 
to decide for themselves just how 
far to go with permissiveness and 
restraint. 

“They like to think of them- 
selves as teen-agers at 13 and 
14 but at 15 something different 
emerges,* 1 observed Warsham 
Rudd, a public relations man. He 
and his wife, actress Julia Meade, 
have two daughters, age 11 and 
15. "By the time they get to be 
15. they are really becoming 
young adults,” he said, adding, 
“except for the clothes strewn all 
over the floor." 

Common Denominator 

Teetering an the brink of ma- 
turity, timid and arrogant by 
turns, 15-year-olds are as widely 
divergent in tastes and attitudes 
as the adults they are to become. 
But the clothes, books and records 
In a heap are a common denom- 
inator. 

So axe crumbs, glasses and soft- 
drink cans in their rooms, the 
constant roar of rock music from 
pocket radios or elaborate stereo 
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‘One minute they're enchanting . . . 
the next you fed like slaughtering 


them like cattle , 9 

seta, and the aidless talking with 
friends on the telephone. 

To protect their own access, 
parents who do not consider 
themselves particularly permis- 
sive have provided their daugh- 
ters with their own telephone and 
listing. 

"I had to keep WF phone free 
because of my business, u said 
fashion designer Anna Fogarty. 
“I paid for its installation and I 
take care of the basic monthly 
charges, but Mellissa is supposed 
to pay far thB additi onal calls,” 

she said. “She’s terribly extrav- 
agant.” 

The 15-year-olds have grown 
up with rock and find It a neces- 
sary background for ah activities, 
including those involving serious 
concentration. For some girls, 
music amounts. to a passion. 

"She has to have perfect sound, 1 * 
said Mia. Kiftin, speaking of her 
daughter, Brenda. “She h a* a 
very expensive stereo set — rm 
angry that my husband spent so 
much on it — and she tapes a lot 
of rock concerts. 

“It's a very special part of her 
life and she doesn't like to share 
it with us. She doesn't like it 
when I do her kind of dancing. 
She turns away, it upsets her, and 
rm really not bad at it." 

"While they can cope with the 
messy rooms and the noise, it is 
the sullenness and silence that 
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bother parents most. Rudeness 
to one parent offends the other 
more than the one it was direct- 
ed to. Fathers are particularly 
sensitive as once-obedient daugh- 
ters turn out to have opinions of 
their own. 

“The ‘Don't tell me what to do 
—I don't have to learn from you’ 
syndrome is infuriating, ** said 
Richard Reichert, a business con- 
sultant in New Jersey. 

“Its roots are symbolic, how- 
eve:. It is not an objective anal- 
ysis, but a rebellion against the 
parent-child role, which la in the 
processing of changing lor than. 
It’s as irritating as a 2- year -old’s 
temper tantrums, but it has the 
same source: a desire to break 
away and achieve a certain inde- 
pendence." 

To get themselves through this 
period, families have worked out 
their own methods. 

“Our philosophy, and I guess 
my wife arrived at it first, is to 
nn t mnitp ultimatums," said one 
father. “We have to leave our- 
selves a fan-back position so we 
don’t lose face or have to throw 
the child out of the house” 

In some households, reasoning 
works. 

“We not only tell our girls what 
we expect, but we try to explain 
honestly why we feel that way.” 
said Warsham Rudd. “When a girl 
in my office was raped, I told my 
daughter • about It and said t.hiq 
was one of the reasons I didn't 
want her running around the 
city [New York] by herself.” 
Few parents are concerned that 
their daughters spend too much 
time or money on clothes or 
makeup. Most would not mind 
if they spent more.

Report Calls for New Production System 


U.S. Farm Output Seen Faltering 


By William Robbins 


WASHINGTON. Jen. 13 iNYT*. 
— The National Academy or Sci- 
ences warned in a “report to the 
nation” yesterday that the up- 
ward trend of farm production 
is faltering at a time of increas- 
ing international concern over 
food supplies. 

At the same time, it cited a 
long list of “scientific frontiers” 

where new breakthroughs to 
higher yields might be found if 
enough effort and resources are 
invested in agricultural research. 

Among those, it said, are ef- 
forts to produce plants with leaf 
structures that will make more 
efficient use of sunlight and car- 
bon-dioxide, successful creation 
of new varieties of plants by 
crossing their body cel’s In test 
tubes rather than through nor- 
mal reproductive processes, im- 
provements in animal breeding 
and technological progress in 
irrigation technology. 

Although “for the next decade 
or bo we think we perceive that 
the supply of food will be ade- 
quate,” said the report, which 
focuses on the longer term, 
“there are clouds on the horizon 
that should be noted.”

ROME, Jan. 13 (NYT).— The 
closing of Michele Sindona ’s 
Geneva-based Banque de Flnan- 
cement by Swiss authorities last 
week could touch off a series of 
grave consequences for many 
other banks, according to finan- 
cial sources here. 

Mr. Sindona, an Italian citizen, 
is under Judicial investigation 
here, and he co mm u n i c ates with 
Italian authorities through a 
team of lawyers from an undis- 
closed residence abroad. 

The news weekly Panorama, of 
Milan, reported that the bank, 
better known as Hnabank, was 
closed after it lost $60 million to 
foreign-exchange transactions 
carried out on behalf of Edilcen- 
tro International, Ltd., of the 
Bahamas, a branch of Societa 
Generate immobiliare of Rome, 
a large real estate concern that 
counts g-Tnong its holdings the 
Watergate complex to Washing- 
ton. 

Fmabank’s assets totaled $49 
million. Last week, a statement 
was issued saying that the bank 
was forced to close "tempore fly” 
because of losses due to transac- 
tions to which the contracting 
party had “failed to honor” Its 
obligations. The statement add- 
ed that “necessary actions are 
being taken that are aimed at 
recovering these amounts.” 

Last Stronghold 

Ftoabank represents almost the 
last, stronghold of the 54-year- 
old MT. Sindona, whose far-flung 
empire, once estimated as being 
worth $450 million, crumbled 
rapidly last year following a 
series of heavy trading lasses on 
the foreign -exchange market. 

The collapse was accom p anied 
by two Italian arrest warrants 
against Mr. Sindona in October 
charg in g him with falsifying ac- 
counts and irregular profit dis- 
tribution in one of his banks in 
1970-71, as well as fraudulent 
bankruptcy. 

The first Sindona bank to go 
under was the now defunct 
R-anklin National Bank, in which 
Mr. Sindona held a 21 per cent 
interest. That bank reported a 


$ 47-million loss last spring. The 
Franklin colte pft** prompted an 
investigation by the central bank 
here Into Mr. Sindona ‘s activities 
in Italy, which cul m i n ated In the 
arrest warrants. 

According to Panorama, the 
major part of the Edilcentro 
transactions, worth $300 million, 
was carried out with Credit 
Suisse. With the forced closure 
of Ftoabank by Swiss authorities, 
Credit Suisse could stand to lose 
large sums of money.

Chase Manhat- 
tan Bank of New York, third- 
largest in the nation, trimmed 
its prime rate 1/4 point to 10 
per cent. 

Last Friday, a number of 
large banks, led by First Na- 
tional City Bank and Bank of 
America, also announced re- 
ductions to the 10-per-cent 
level, citing an easing in 
money - market conditions as 
the reason.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 fWPi. 
— British Chancellor ol the Ex- 
chequer Denis Healey told a press 
conference here today that world- 
wide recession “is bound to con- 
tinue” for another 12 mon t hs . 

He added that in Britain, 
“which is deeply affected by in- 
ternational recess io n, we are con- 
cerned that it does not turn into 
a depression on the scale of the 
1930s.” 

Mr. Healey is here for meetings 
beginning tomorrow of the Group 
of Ten industrial countries and 
policy committees of the inter- 
national Monetary Fund. “A cen- 
tral theme,” Mr. Healey said, is 
a search for agreement on ways 
to help oil-consuming nations in- 
curring multi-bOlion-dollar pay- 
ments deficits caused by a more 
man fourfold increase in world 
petroleum prices. 

Mr. Healey said that it is ab- 
solutely “vital” to overcome dif- 
ferences this week between tbe 
United States and Europe on an 
increased loan program to avoid 
“a serious shock to international 
confidence.” 

Despite U.S. resistance to a 
proposal backed unanimously last 
week by European Economic 
Community countries for a Slt- 
billlon lending program through 
the IMF, with monies borrowed 
from tbe oil cartel Mr. Healey 
predicted that the United States 
would withdraw its objections 
and go along with the EEC pro- 
posal. 

At the same time, he implied 
that the EEC’S coolness to a 
competing financing scheme, one 
for S25 billion, proposed by Sec- 
retary of State Henry Kissinger, 
could be overcome If tbe plan 
were considered as supplemental 
to. and not a replacement for. 
the IMF plan- 

American opposition to an ex- 
pansion of the existing IMF lend- 
ing facility, which borrowed $3.6 
hint mi from tbe oil-producers last 
year. Is based on reluctance to 
provide a convenient and risk- 
free borne far those funds. The 
US. belief is that thir reduces 
the pressure on tbe oil producers 
to lower prices.

Willing to Help 

Banco dl Roma, which until

Mr. Sindona controlled Ftoa- 
bank through his Banca Private 
Italians, which was declared to 
liquidation last fall when a con- 
sortium was formed to cover the 
losses to its depositors. 

Last week, the group that now 
own Immobiliare pressd the Bank 
of Italy to cover the losses to 
Ftoabank. asserting that other- 
wise Italian credit would be 
imperiled. 

The central bank's governor, 
Guido Carli, who organized the 
formation of the consortium 
last August to prop up the 
sagging credit of the Banca Pri- 
vate Italians , has reportedly re- 
fused to do so on tbe ground 
that, since Edilcentro, for which 
the transactions were carried out, 
is not a bank, the central bank 
is not responsible for its ac- 
tivities. 


U.S. Seeks Merger Partner 
For Ailing Long Island Bank 


NEW YORK. Jan. 13 (AP-DJ). 
— The UJ5. government is seeking 
a merger partner for Long Is- 
land's Security National Bank, 
which bas fallen into difficult 
times after once being a glamour 
stock among investors and ana- 
lysts. 

Government sources confirmed 
tbat federal banking regulators 
are "deeply concerned” about the 
bank's deteriorating financial sit- 
uation. They fear that if left 
alone. Security might go the same 
way as its former archrival. 
Franklin National Bank, which 
last October ended in the na- 
tion’s largest bank failure.

F if sort I had time for only 
one reading . of M a u reen . 
Howard’s new novel, “Before My 
Time." CHer earlier books were 
“Not A Word About Nightin- 
gales” and "Bridgeport Bus.”) 

Far though It Is most decidedly 
the sort of story whose action 
CTrupeis one's attention and 
whose Characters spring to life 
on the page, it is not really until 
tibe end — when Mrs. Howard's 
h&xiine, Laura Quinn, "stands 
framed In the window” of her 
bedroom and “like, so many 
American heroes. .. fixes on the 
one f Hc V ft Ti y i g light on the hori- 
zon. her . doubt like new knowl- 
edge in her heart" — ■ that one 
begins to appreciate the complex- 
ity of the book and to see with 
what technical virtuosity she has 
made her illusion stand for so 
much space and time of reality.. 

So 1 can offer only some essen- 
tials. The novel’s surface story 
Is simple enough — almost sche- 
matic. It tells of a generational 
confrontation between the novel's 
40-year-old quasi-narrator . and 
the adolescent son of her cousin. 
The narrator. Laura Quinn, is

veritable sociology of Americas 
classes, ranging all the way from 
poor Italian immigrants to high 
Boston “muck-a-mucks" land 
there Isn’t a cliche In the entire 
carload). 

For, as if the outcome of the 
individual histories weren't suf- 
ficient to hold our attention, 
there Is also the suspense bunt up 
by Miss Howard’s narrative 
technique — which slowly evolves 
from conventional omniscient to

TTBIDELBERG (IHT). — With no war to worry about, the issue 

weighing most heavily on UjS. servicemen in Europe today is 
their hair. 

The question of hair length, sideburns and beards has gotten 
mixed up with the weightier issues of a “modem volunteer" Army, 
civil liberties, military spying on U.S. civilians overseas, racism, sexism 
anrf waistlines. 

Same soldiers even contend the military bob-cut is a way to 
prevent them from deserting and disguising themselves as civilians 
in the event of another war as unpopular as Vietnam. 

But for most servicemen, hair is the most common point of 
conflict between a military establishment which — modem or not — 
gives the orders, and the GI who— volunteer or not— still must follow 

t.bwn 

Actually, the hair issue can be parted, two ways: Some GIs want 
the right to let their hair grow as long as they please: others say 
officers and NCOs order already short-haired GIs to cut it shorter 
simply to show who's boss. 

The sentencing of half a dozen GIs to Jail terras of up to five 
months for refusing to get their hair cut shows just how seriously 
the armed forces are taking the issue. Five months is a jail term 
otherwise reserved for such offenses as larceny or drug possession. 

In addition, two other soldiers were sentenced to three-month 
prison terms in Schweinfurt in 1973 after refusing to cut their hair 
or shave their beards on the grounds that they were adherents of 
the Sikh religion. 

Whatever their reasons, several more soldiers are still willing to 
face trial rather than get shorn to military standards. 

One of these is an officer. 1st Ik. Matthew Carroll, stationed 
in Hamm, West Germany, whose court-martial on the charge of 
refusing to obey the order to get his hair cut began last month and 
is scheduled to resume in the next two weeks. Another three are 
among the 1.200 stationed in Berlin who last month circulated a peti- 
tion to Rep. Les Aspin. D-Wls., protesting Army hair regulations. 

The regulations are unambiguous. Briefly, they specify that hair 
should not: 


• Be longer than three inches at the top of the head: 

• Be worn In braids, ducktail, pageboy, flips, mohawk or any 
other bulky style: 

• Touch the ears when groomed. Only the closely cut or shaved 
hair on the back of the neck may touch the collar; 

• Exceed 1 1/2 Inches in bulk, regardless of length; 

• Touch the eyebrows when groomed or protrude is front or 
below the band of properly worn headgear; 

• Be dyed an abnormal color; 

• Contain or have any visible foreign items attached to ' it. 

Sideburns must not extend below the lowest part of the exterior 

ear opening. iThis is often determined, GIs complain, by sergeants' 
sticking a pencil into their ears.) 

Moustaches must not extend downward beyond the lipline of the 
upper lip or sideways beyond a vertical line drawn upward from the 
corner of the mouth. 


Beards are not normally allowed. They are permitted, however, 
in the Navy, which is also somewhat more lenient about hair length 
in general. 

m announcing the current regulations, the Army said they "avoid 
transient fads in dress and appearance . . . The well-trained soldier 
should pride himself on his adherence to conservative grooming 
habits that are customary in ail military circles.” - 

A spokesman for the headquarters of the Army in Europe indi- 
cated that the military considers hair to be “part of the uniform.'’ 

A civilian editor at the XJJS. forces newspaper Stars and Stripes 
who grew up in an Army family during the 1930s when there was 
no draft contends that the haircut problem is bound to vanish when 
the military is again composed of nothing but volunteers. . . 

But despite the recall in November from Europe of the last 
draftee, the problems show no sign of abating. More servicemen 
write to Stars and Stripes about hair length than any other topic; 
relatively few defend the regulations. 

Often, GIs object that the sergeant who tells them to get a hair- 
cut could hardly pride himself on his appearance when he is so 
fat that his ne **-k , while glisteningly clean shaven, rolls out in folds 
over his ehirt collar, matching the paunch overflowing his pants. 

To the Army's objection that long hair is a “fad,” they point out 
the 19th-century military men, notably Coster, who ware their hair 
long, and they observe that sideburns got their name from. General . 
Burnsides. 

On other occasions, white soldiers have complained that the 
hair regulations’ “hulk" provision is preferential to blacks. 

In effect, the l i/4-inch “bulk” permits modified Afro hairdos, 
which the services cautiously tolerate. But the white soldiers now 
say their black colleagues can stuff their Afros under their hats 
during duty hours and still have hair of almost civilian length In 
their off bouts. 

At the haircut courts-martial to date, however, the regulations 
have been challenged on two legal grounds: 

• Long hair in no way interferes with the performance of mili- 
tary duties; 

• Hair regulations violate the Constitution because they set one 
standard for men in the armed forces and another for women. Un- 
like hair regulations for male military personnel, those for women 
specify only that the riRir not touch the uniform’s collar. 

At the courts-martial of Spec. 4 Louis Stokes and Spec. 4 
George Stone last month in Mannheim, WACs and Dutch soldiers, 
whose regulations permit flowing locks, testified for the defense. They 
are also expected to testify in Lk Carroll’s behalf. 

The constitutional issue of unequal hair regulations for men and 
women In uniform is one reason that Lt. Carroll, Spec. Stokes, Spec. 
Stone and other defendants have been defended by an overseas 
organization of civil rights lawyers called the Lawyers Military 
Defense Committee, which is affiliated with the American Civil 
Liberties Union.
